All  of  the  men  except  Scott  will  be  in  school  another  year  and  will  surely 
develo])  into  some  \ery  good  players. 


PaKe  thirty-three 
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Physical  training'  for  girls  has  been  jnst  what  the  name  implies.  1  he 
Junior  and  Senior  High  classes  have  had  a  program  of  training  by  gymnastics, 
calisthenics  and  health  education  and  in  addition  have  had  team  games. 
Health  has  been  used  as  the  basis  of  ])hysical  training  activities  and  the  Senior 
High  girls  have  used  a  series  of  health  rules  to  guide  them  in  their  everyday 
living,  junior  High  classes  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  use  a  set  of  Vic- 
trola  records,  which  the  school  hoard  purchased  during  the  last  semester. 
These  records  were  used  in  drills,  marching  and  folk  dances.  Punch  hall  and 
indoor  basel)all  were  the  favorite  sports  of  the  Junior  High,  while  the  Senior 
High  ])laved  vollev  ball,  hockey,  basketball  and  did  track  and  field  work  in 
the  s])ring.  Several  of  the  girls  earned  and  were  awarded  health  and  physical 
training  awards  at  the  end  of  the  year.

■  The  Girl  Reserve  Club,  which  was  organized  the  last  semester  of  the 
school  year  of  1924-25,  began  work  in  earnest  this  year.  With  the  aid  of  our 
able  sponsor.  Miss  Sharp,  and  our  efficient  officers:  Augusta  White,  president; 
Helen  Copeland,  vice-president:  Julia  Doughty,  secretary,  and  Carolyn  Ceis- 
ler,  treasurer,  we  feel  that  we  have  accomplished  much  as  a  beginning  clul). 
We  have  worked  so  hard  and  so  faithfully  that  we  will  soon  be  a  registered 
club. 

'The  Cirl  Reserves  enjoyed  many  good  things  this  year.  Among  these 
Were  the  conference  at  Anderson,  the  vocational  conference  and  the  Mother- 
Daughter  Banquet. 

W  e  were  always  re])resented  at  basketball  games  and  all  worth  while 
school  and  community  activities. 

May  the  club  of  next  year  grow  and  prosper  even  more  than  we  did  this 
year,  is  our  sincere  wish  as  Cirl  Reserves. 
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One  of  the  interesting  things  that  happened  this  year  was  the  recognizing 
of  the  Spanish  Club.  It  was  suggested  In’  Miss  Rarick,  the  teacher  in  the 
Spanish  department,  and  was  heartily  taken  np  by  the  students.

Idle  nnmher  of  members  in  the  (dee  Club  was  very  much  limited  because 
of  conflicting;'  studies,  ddie  enrollment  consisted  of  t\venty-seven  ^irls  and 
twenty-one  boys,  ddiey  made  their  flrst  appearance  in  a  Christmas  entertain¬ 
ment  on  December  22.  In  the  spring  they  also  gave  a  most  pleasing  concert. 

ddie  high  school  this  year  can  brag  of  the  largest  orchestra  in  the  history 
of  the  school,  wdiich  shows  an  enrollment  of  twenty-six.  ddie  first  time  the 
orchestra  met  it  was  a  very  “squeaky”  afbair  owing  to  the  fact  that  there 
were  twenty-one  of  its  members  that  had  never  played  together.  1  he  praise 
must  be  gi\'en  to  Aliss  Neff,  the  director,  for  she  had  to  have  a  great  amount 
of  jiatience  in  order  to  get  them  out  of  the  kinks.  1  hey  made  their  first 
apjiearance  in  chapel  on  November  6.  dheir  first  public  appearance  was  at 
h'armers’  Institute  on  December  16. 
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Art  Srpartmritt 


The  Art  class,  which  is  now  in  the  third  year  of  its  existence,  has  l)een 
steadily  growing-  in  nuinhers  and  ])o])nlaritv. 

1  he  \\'ork  of  the  students  during-  the  past  semester  has  been  with  much 
earnestness  and  study  and  the  result  has  been  very  praiseworthy.  'Fhe  work- 
consists  of  pictures  and  sketches  in  oil,  water  colors,  crayon  and  pencil,  both 
from  nature  and  from  studies  selected  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating-  prin¬ 
ciples  of  art  or  methods  of  technique. 

1  he  academic  phase  of  the  work  consists  of  color  theorc',  jirinciples  of 
desig-n,  lettering-,  perspective  and  art  a])preciatioii. 

1  he  handicrafts  ])hase  consists  of  ap]:)lied  desig;n,  such  as  block  printing, 
stenciling,  enameling,  tie  and  dye  work,  batik,  poh-chrome  and  gesso  ;  struc¬ 
tural  design,  such  as  basketry,  clay  and  bookbinding-. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  give  every  advantage  possible  to  that 
large  class  of  students  who  desire  to  study  art  without  a  large  outlay  of  ex¬ 
pense,  and  yet  to  be  able  to  understand  and  apply  art  principles  in  their  work. 
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Because  of  the  great  demand  in  the  Imsiness  world  today  for  stenog'- 
rai)hers,  ty])ists  and  lx)okkee])ers  or  young-  men  and  women  with  a  good  high 
school  education  and  a  general  knoAvledge  of  business,  the  Commercial  De¬ 
partment  of  Hagerstown  High  School  is  filling  a  real  need. 

d'he  commercial  course  as  given  in  this  department  has  two  main  objects  ; 

1.  To  ])repare  ])upils  who  enter  business  directly  on  leaving  school. 

2.  To  ])repare  iiupils  who  intend  to  enter  institutions  of  higher  learn¬ 
ing  for  further  training  in  business  or  for  the  teaching  jirofession. 

Ifducators  have  been  forced  to  realize  that  everyone  needs  a  knowledge 
of  the  simple  every-day  business  jirinciples.  The  colleges  and  universities 
are  recognizing  now  the  cultural  and  practical  value  of  a  business  training  by 
introducing  business  education  into  their  curricula.  As  a  result  the  colleges 
have  had  larger  enrollments  than  ever  before,  with  a  very  large  increase  in 
the  departments  of  business  administration. 
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J  he  second  }  ear  cjf  V  ocational  Home  Kconomics  has  proven  more  popular 
than  the  first,  as  shown  l)y  the  enrollment  in  this  course.  There  are  forty- 
eight  i^irls  enrolled  in  the  regular  four-vear  course,  and  thirt\'-three  finish 
up  the  members  of  the  Girls’  4-H  Club. 

4-H  Club  work  was  a  new  feature  of  school  life  last  year.  Exhibits  were 
entered  in  the  state  and  county  fairs.  Marcella  Pierce,  a  member  of  the 
home-keeping  club,  sent  an  exhibit  to  Purdue  which  won  first  prize.  This 
entitled  her  to  a  free  educational  trip  as  well  as  a  four-vear  scholarship  to 
Purdue  University.  Besides  these  exhibits  there  was  a  local  exhibit.  The 
club  camp  was  well  attended  by  4-H  members  from  Hagerstown. 

1  he  vocational  girls  also  presented  a  fashion  show  during'  the  Farmers’ 
Institute. 

Mocational  Home  Ifconomics  courses  ofifered  this  year  were  foods  and 
cookei}  and  clothing  from  the  freshmen  and  adxanced  clothing  and  home 
nursing  for  sophomores. 
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The  Vocational  Ai,n-iciiltural  class  started  the  school  year  of  1925-26 
with  an  enrollment  of  thirty-eight,  which  was  an  increase  of  nearly  fifty  per 
cent  o\  er  last  \-ear,  making'  it  one  of  the  largest  (le])artments  in  the  state. 

Since  the  courses  offered  alternate  each  year,  the  lines  of  \vork  this  year 
consisted  of  botany  and  animal  husbandry  for  the  morning  section  and  farm 
shop  and  soils  and  crops  for  the  afternoon  section. 

In  the  matter  of  amount  of  work  done,  quality  of  work,  grade  of  books 
used,  and  interest  displayed  by  the  students,  Hagerstown  stands  second  to 
no  school  in  Indiana  or  elsewdiere  so  far  as  it  is  known. 

d'he  dej^artment  has  been  well  represented  in  state  and  national  events, 
including  the  Purdue  Club  Round-Uj),  County  Club,  State  Fair.  Corn  Show, 
National  Dairy  Show,  and  International  Live  Stock  Ex])osition  ;  and  plans 
are  already  under  way  for  even  larger  part  in  these  events  during  the  coming 
\'ear. 
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1  he  Farm  Shop  course  has  won  all  the  popularity  that  a  new  course 
could  attain,  d'his  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  course  is  practical  in 
e\eiy  lespect  and  fills  the  long'  felt  need  of  farm  hovs  bv  giving"  them  the 
ability  to  do  practically  any  work  of  a  mechanical  nature  that  a  farmer  will 
ever  be  called  upon  to  do. 

1  he  work  in  this  course  consists  of  practical  wood-working  and  car¬ 
pentry.  forging,  welding  and  tempering  of  iron  and  steel ;  sheet  metal  and 
soldering,  cement  construction,  leather  work  and  repair,  gasoline  engine  tech- 
nique,  painting  and  varnishing,  rope  tying,  care  and  repair  of  farm  machinery 
and  many  minor  mechanical  practices. 

A  small  amount  of  inex])ensive  but  adequate  and  practical  equipment  and 
a  building  remodeled  for  the  purpose  make  conditions  as  favorable  for  this 
line  as  can  be  found  anywhere. 
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9'liis  has  been  the  year  for  a  large  growth  of  this  department  in  the  way 
of  material  ecjuipment.  d'hrongh  the  kindness  of  the  School  Hoard,  a  variety 
saw  with  mortising  attachment,  a  i)laner,  a  lathe  and  a  router  have  become  a 
])art  of  the  shop’s  ec|ui])ment.  The  last  named  article  was  the  gift  of  Messrs. 
John  and  Charles  Teeter. 

fust  how  much  good  this  additional  machinery  has  done  one  can  hardl} 
know,  unless  he  has  to  do  without  it  awhile.  With  a  small  enrollment  the 
hh'eshman  hovs  ha\'e  placed  se\'eral  new  pieces  of  furniture  in  various  parts  of 
the  building.  Other  students  have  constructed  several  articles  of  an  ad¬ 
vanced  type. 

Advanced  students  can  get  a  start  in  the  commercial  field  of  drawing  for 
an  additional  semester  and  can  spend  one  semester  doing  a  single  project 
really  worth  wdiile. 

It  is  hoped  that  several  more  hoys  will  realize  the  advantages  that  the 
jiresent  shop  others  and  choose  Industrial  Arts  as  a  subject  for  work.
